“Were such a treaty accepted, ‘the 
German nation would rise up and 
avenge itself upon the men. who 
signed 4t,'and it would be. right. 
Great Britain and France are delib- 
erately planning the destruction of 
Germany. All the confidence I ever 
had in the pledges of the allies ig 
gong forever. 

“By deceit and trickery the Brit- 
ish and French governments are 
working up opinion in their coun- 
tries to cripple Germany still fur- 
ther beyond the crushnig effect of 
the first treaty. We have yielded 
too often, and now must resist. Let 
the allies do what they please.” 

Asked whether he would resign if 
the remainder of the government 
decided to accept the allied terms, 
Noske replied that he could not say 
what he would do a week hence, but 
that his present position had been 
deliberately adopted and was un- 

 alterable. 
Straws That Broke Back. 

The @orrespondent says that, al- 
though Noske carefully emphasized 
that he was only defining his own 
position, his words agreed with the 
intentions ascribed to the other 
members of the cabinet. - 

The two straws which Noske rep- 
resents as having broken the back 
of German endurance, says the cor-

New York, December’ 7.—Vice 
President Marshall declared in an 
address at a dinner given in his 
honor here last night that his sym- 
pathies were with the miners who 
were “not adeauately compensated.” 
He asserted he “would not go down 
in an Indiana coal mine for one day, 
even though I received a vice presi- 
dent’s salary for doing so.” 

Mr. Marshall said he was “a firm 
believer in labor unions as they are 
a necessar yevolution 6f our Amer- 
ican life,” and added that bar asso- 
ciations and railroad boards of di- 
rectors are “nothing more or less 
than unions.” 

The miners, however, Mr. Marshall 
said, should go back to work imme- 
diately and submit their grievances 
to “some board of arbitration for 
just and amicable settlement.” He 


explained that he believed in “in- 
dividual democracy in which men 
will submit to the courts of arbitra- 
tion.” 

Referring to President Wilson, the 
vice president declared he would 
stay with the president “even though 
all men desert him.” 

“Dhen he goes up I go with him 
and when he goes down I also‘go 
with him,” adde@ Mr. Marshall. “I 
am glad to have the honor of being 
the tail. of his kite which I have 
been for ;several years past.”

RED WORK DONE 
AS MOBS RAGE 
IN MANTUA GITY 


Eight Persons Are Dead 

and Forty-Two Others 
Wounded as Result of 
the Outbreak in Italian 
City. 


DISORDERS STARTED 
BY STRIKING WORKMEN 


Military Barracks Storm- 
ed and Shots Fired at the 
Garrison— Rails Torn 
Up to Prevent Trains 
Entering or Leaving the 
City. 


Rome, December 7.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Eight persons are 
dead and 42 others are known to 
have been wounded as a result of 
the wild rioting on Wednesday and 
Thursday at Mantua, where mobs 
terrorized the city. 

The rioters attacked the small 
garrison, cut telegraph and tele- 
phone communications, stopped 
railway traffic, raided arms shops, 
burned prisons, freeing all sorts of 
criminals, and held: the police and 
soldiers at bay until fresh troops 
and cardbineers arrived with ma- 
chine guns and occupied the city 
militarily. The troops finally es- 
tablished order Thursday night. 

Details of: Situation. 

The Rome newspapers tonight 
print full details of the situation 
at Mantua. The Giornale D'Italia 
says the Mantua chamber of labor 
authorized a strike without ex- 
cesses. The disorders were begun 
by five hundred strikers, who 
speedily were joined by the lawless 
element under the direction of ex- 
tremists. 

The crowds stormed the military 
barracks and fired on the garrison. 
The soldiers discouraged the attack 
by firing into the air. At the sug- 
gestion of some of the extremists 
leaders the mob moved onto the 
railway station, and seized the res- 
taurant, “where they feasted and 
drank wine. Those of the rioters

momentous Southern Commercial 
congress here, which officially be- 
gins tomorrow morning with a host 
of world dignitaries and elaborate 
preparations, was fired. this after- 
noon in the form of a simple prayer 
by America’s - premier sky’ - pilot, 
Lieutenant Melvin Maynard,*. the 
“flyite parson” and transcontinentat, 
derby winner, who flew to Savannah ;

With the audience of men gathered’ 
under the auspices of the Savannah 
Y. M, C. A. at the requést of the di- 
rectors of the commercial congress 
at the Indenendent Presbyterian 
church. 

The “flying parson” was some 
hours late in arriving in Savannah, 
leaving Winston-Salem today at 
8:45 this morning dnd having to de- 
tour to Columbia for gas. The stor 
prevented his arrival until 4 o’clock 
this afternoon, the hour for the 
men’s meeting. 

Lieutenant Maynard brought 
many messages to prominent citi- 
zens and officials. -Thousands of 
persons were about the landing field 
when the “flying parson” arrived. 

Congressman’ W. D. Upshaw, of 
Atlanta, spoke to the ‘meeting in 
éarnest «cords on “Purpose.” He 
gave way as the flier entered the 
building, and Lieutenant Maynard 
was accorded an ovation. The young 
preacher-aviator, with the whir of 
his motor’ yet im his ears and the 
skimming landscape hardly out of 
his vision, faced the big crowd of 
men and gave them a simple, plain, 
straight-forward talk on Christian 
chea:-.cter. 

Seores Radical Garb. 

He dwelt on right livine. clean 
habits and religious convictions as a 
basis for leadership and _ success. 
He especially scored drinking and 
swearing and overmuch talking and 
incidentally alluded to the recent 
discussion of immodest dress among 
women and gently reminded the 
women that, while ultra styles in 
dress might not hurt them, it is 
their “hristian duty to remember 
the possible influence of radical, 
perhaps immodest, garb upon the 
other half of the race. 

He closed his talk with a clear 
simply expressed, earnest prayer, 
and after the service he was given 
another ovation by the company. 

The harbor of Savannah is today 
filled with vessels. there being just 
now more merchant steamers in 
port than at any one time in years. 
In addition, the feet of destroyers 
has arrived from harleston to be 
here for the congress, ana fleets 
and distinguished delegates and 
speakers for the sessions are gath- 
ering for the big meet, which be- 
gins tomorrow morning. General 
Pershing will be accorded a rousing 
welcome early tomorrow upon his 
arrival. yA 
Formal Opening Monday. 

Formal opening of the congress 
will take place tomorrow morning 
at the municipal auditorium, where 
after addresses of welcome by Gov- 
ernor Hugh M. Dorsey and Mayor 
Murray Stewart and a response by 
Governor Cooper, of South Caro- 
lina, General Pershing, commander- 
in-chief of the American expedi- 
tionary forces, will deliver an ad- 
dress on “The South’s Part in the 
World War.”

She came here from El 
Paso three months ago suffering 
from nervous exhaustion caused by 
fear for her husband’s safety and 
gradually grew worse. : 

At the time of General Angeles’ 
execution her condition was so fee- 
ble that her friends deemed it in- 
advisable to give her the news and 
she remained in ignorance to the 
end. She leaves four children. 
Senora Angeles was 43 years old.

MEXICO DIDN'T YIELD. 


Investigation Is Started 
to Determine What In- 
fluences Were Responsi- 
ble for Putting Up Bond 
for Jenkins. 


Washington, December 7.—There 
was no word tonight indicating a 
solution of the mystery which has 
developed from the sudden reféase 
of William O. Jenkins, American 
consular agent, from the Puebla 
jail, after the determined demand 
of this government apparently had 
failed to infli@nce his Mexican cap- 
tors. Both the‘ state department 
and Jenkins himself already have 
started investigation with the ob- 
ject of determining what influences 
were instrumental in putting up the 
$500 bail bond which the Mexican 
government so readily accepted. 

Admittedly the crux of an inter- 
national situation of utmost tense- 
ness two days ago, the Jenkins case 
has now become a diplomatic enig- 
ma, the solution of which offered 
interesting, but not eangyrese pos- 
sibilities. 

A careful biealitleatiics of reports 
that Mexico has taken steps to aug- 
ment her aviation forces has failed 
to corroborate thé statement that a 
squadron of twenty-four “modern 
pursuit planes” are available for 
service. Information obtained 
through reliable sources considerea 
by military and state agencies to 
be thoroughly dependable puts the 
total strength of the Mexican air 
department at less than a dozen 
planes, none of which are of the 
type evolved as a result of experi- 
ence in the great war, and with a 
trained personnel, only sufficient 
for the duties of experiments and 
testsa

At All Saints’ church reports on 
two-thirds of the members showed 
that $36,435.36, or approxifmately 
two-thirds of the quota, had been 
pledged. 

Reports. on the canvass in other 
parishes will be made Monday or 
later. The canvass has been de- 
ferred until next Sunday in the 
Church of the Incarnation, West 
End. 

At the Church of the Epiphany, 
Inman Park, it was reported that 
three-fourths of the quota had been 
raised in a few hours Sunday after- 
noon, and that but for the heavy rain 
the canvass would have been com- 
pleted successfully. Im this parish 
the canvass will be continued today 
and probably further this week. 

In every instance the fact that the 
canvass was of only a. few hours’ 
duration was pointed out in indica- 
tion that the results were remark- 
able. Although the nation-wide ¢am- 
paign has been in progress several 
months, all that has occurred in the 
past has been in the nature of 
preparation and awakening, and the 
financial end was nowhere ap- 
proached until Sunday afternoon. 

Made on Weekly Basis. 

The pledges in most cages were 
made on a weekly basis, and varied 
in sums from three cents to’ $100 a 
week. Dr. Stockbridge, speaking at 
St. Philip’s cathedral, said there had 
been numerous pledges by invalids 
and indigents of 3 cents, 5 cents 
and 10 cents a week. 

“The sacrifice by which ‘these peo- 
ple have been able to meet their 
pledges has bjessed the cause,” said 

The total sums go toward meet- 
ing a three-year budget by which 
the Episcopal church, awakened to 


broader responsibilities and opportu- 
nities at home and through the na- 
tion-wide campaign, is seeking to 
extend its scope.

000,000 for the three years. Of this 
sum $14,000,060 is for existing church 
expenses, and $28,000,000 for new 
projects.

No Brake on Plane and 
There Was No Way to

Chattanooga, Tenn., December 7. 
Two persons were killed and threys 
prebably fatally injure@gand several 
others more or less htrt here this 
afternoon when an airplane struck 
a crowd of spectators while starting 
on an exhibition flight. 

‘The dead are: Lena May Shell, 
aged 7, and Mrs. Malissa Myers. 
The injured. were rushed ‘to hos- 
pitals where -it fs. expeéted twa 


faciatr, were.taken into custody and 
an investigation into the causes of 
the accident begun By Coforer Jack 
Donohue. Most of the injured were 


children. 
Testimony of Airman. 

The. accident occurred at 3:30 p. 
m., Aviator Egdie Stinson was fix- 
ing to make a landing and was fly- 
ing close to the ground, The at- 
tention of the crowd was attracted 
by the machine in the air, but ac- 
cording to Hollingsworth when the 
former started from the north end 
of the field for the take-off, the 
crowd formed:a lane at least 100 
feet wide. ~ 

He testified at the inquest his ma- 


hour, not quite fast enough to jump 
off, when looking to the right he 
saw a small boy in hist path. He 
was forced to swerve tothe right 
to avoid hitting the boy, when his 
machine struck the woman and the 
impact turned the airplane, which 
was just about to leave the ground, } 
to the left, running into the crowd. 

Hollingsworth declared that he did 
not see Mrs. Myers, but Knew that 


felt the impact. He insists that 
after he had turned tothe left he 
tried to take the air and go over the 
crowd, but the machine hed lost 
its speed and it was impossible to 
leave the ground. 

| No Brake on Plane. 

It was brought out at the in- 
quest that the airplane did not have 
any sort of brake and would stop 
only when its energy was exhaust- 
ed. Hollingsworth testified that he 
shut off his power immediately upon 
finding that he could not go over 
the crowd, and that machine ran 
50 feet belore it came to a stana- 
still. Other witnesses testified that

Following the accident, when the 
crowd realized what had occurred, 
many men lost their heads, women 
and children screamed and cried and 
a large number of men swarmed 
around the airplane threatening to 
lynch Aviator’ Hollingsworth and 
declaring their intention of burning 
the machine after dark. 


Stinson Hopped Off. 


As a precaution against any dam- 
age the crowd might do to his ma- 
chine, Eddie Stinson hopped off and 
landed about ten miles down the 
Tennessee river. Sheriff Bass threw 
a guard around Hollingsworth’s ma- 
chine, which was so badly damaged 
as to prevent further flights. The 
left wing of the machine was badly 
damaged, being tofn nearly off when 
it cAme into contact-with the head 
of Mrs. Myers. A hole in the cen- 
ter of the left wing was caused by 
a little girl named Baker crushing 
through it.

Mr. Rogers and Mr. Suter will be in 
active charge of the paper. 

It is stated that the transfer of 
The Washington Herald has no po- 
litical significance, as among the 
new owners are both republicans 
and democrats. 

The Washington Herald was 
established in 1906 by Scott C. Bone, 
for many vears editor of The Wash- 
ington Post. Mr. Brainard, president 
of Harper Bros., and owner of the 
McClure and Wheeler Newspaper 
syndicates, purchased a controlling 
interest in the paper in October, 
1913. 

Walter S. Rogers suggested and 
directed the American government’s 
foreign cable and wireless news 
services during the war, which 
sent American news to most of the 
countries of the world.

BARRED tSTHONIA 


Dorpa~t, Esthonia, December 
(By e <Associated Press.)—An- 
nouncement was received officially 
from Reval today that Esthonia 
could not negotiate for peace with 
the Russian soviet representatives 
now in Dorpat, except on the con- 
ditions laid down by the associated 
powers. _ 

M. Poska, the Esthonian foreign 
minister, in an interview yesterday 
said: 

“Esthonia has never been aggres- 
sive toward Russia, but fought oniy 
to defend her independence. I1 be- 
lieve the other new states were in 
the same situation. Esthonia con- 
siders it necessary that soviet Rus- 
sia should make analogous propos- 
als to them. The other states, how- 
ever, have only partly accepted the 
soviet proposal. All the delegations 
have not yet arrived. The Eshton- 
ion delegation hopes, nevertheless, 
that these pourparlers will be con- 
cluded successfully.” 

Mr. Krassin, the bolshevik minis- 
ter of trade and commerce, said: 

“Some time ago soviet Russia 
proposed that Esthonia enter into 
peace negotiations, resulting in the 
Pskov conference, which was s0 
suddenly interrupted. Soviet Rus- 
sia states once more that she is

make important concessions. 

“The military position of soviet 
Russia is good. ‘Admiral Kolchak 
has been smashed.

Mr. Daniels made no - recom- 
mendations as to an annuai build- 
ing program, explaining that the 
recommendation of the navy. gen>- 
‘eral board were under considera- 
tion, and that estimates would be 
prepared soon for presentation to 
congress. 

Cost of Navy During’ War. 

The actual. cost of the navy to 
the nation during .the war was 
placed by the secretary at §$2,982,- 
000,000. During the next fiscal year, 
he said, the navy’s needs will be 
approximately $573,131,254, or ap- 
proximately $40,000,000 less than 
the sum asked for during the pres- 
ent fiscal year. 

Commenting on the construction 
records during the war, the setre- 
tary said that during the twelve 
months ended last October 1, 159 
vessels of all classes were com- 
pleted for the navy. These included 
103 destroyers, 1 battleship, 32 sub- 
marines and 52 eagle boats. A 
world record for destroyer con- 
struction was made, the secretary 
said, in the building of the Reid at 
Squantum, Mass., in 45 working 
days. 

Discussing the~ proposed radical 
departure in the training of officers 
for the navy Mr. Daniels declared 
that “no officer can command so 
well as the man of ability an@ 
knowledge: who knows every char- 
acter of service from olishing 
brass to the highest strategy and 
tactics.’ He added that a year’s 
training as an enlisted man would 
prove invaluable to every officer, 
and that heretofore commissioned 
officers had no. actual —— 
training in the duties of enliste 
men except an incidental knowl- 
edge acquired during short sum- 
mer cruises. ‘ 

Mr. Daniels devoted much of his 
report to a review of the work of 
the navy during the war and in 
foreign waters since the signing of 
the armistice. He declared that the 
remarkable performance of the 
navy in transporting troops, par- 
ticularly in bringing the army back 
to the United States, was the out- 
standing war-time achievement of 
the navy. 

Regarding the enlargement of the 
Pacific coast bases, Mr. Daniels 
said he could not “too strongly 
urge that congress make ea begin- 
ning in the development. of shore 
bases, navy yards and air stations 
on the Pacific.” Proper care of the 
vessels of the Pacific fleet, he add- 
ed, makes such action vital. 

Tribute to Reserve Officers. 

The report paid high tribute to 
the services of naval res: ~- offi- 
cers and men during and after the 
war, “without whom,” it said, “we 
could not have manned the ships 
and carried on the war.” Secretary 
Daniels characterized the naval re- 
serve force as an invaluable asset 
to the navy, and urged that con- 
gress make ample provision for re- 
taining and strengthening the or- 
ganization. 

Advocating temporary increases 
in pay of officers and enlisted men 
and increase in amounts allowed for 
commutation of quarters and other 
allowances, the report declared that 
high wages offered by the merchant 
marine and: shore concerns was 
causing many officers‘and men in 
the navy to became dissatisfied, and 
was resulting in an abnormal num- 
ber of resignations. 

The navy has been demobilized 
from a war-time strength of more 
than 500,000 officers and men to 
132,000, of whom 5,00Q-are reserves, 
the report said, and enlisted men 
are badly needed to man the great- 
ly increased seagoing establish- 
ment. .

The records of the marine corps 
and the coast guard during the war 
were reviewed and highly praised, 
and the proposed transfer of the 
latter service from the treasury de- 
partment .to the navy department 
was advocated. 

Splendid results have been accom- 
plished by naval administrations in 
the Virgin islands, Haiti, San Do- 
mingo. Samoa and Guam, Secretary 
Daniels declared,’ particularly along 
sanitary lines, and in the quelling 
of banditry and lawlessness and 
the improvement of financial condi- 


tions.

Germany Protests 
Alleged Violation 
Of Armistice Terms 


Berlin, December 7, — Vigorous 
representations have been made by 
the German government to the in- 
tér-allied naval commission relative 
to an alleged violation of the ar- 
mistice terms and an invasion of 
German sovereignty at Kiel by the 
British steamship St. Helena, carry- 
ing Germah prisoners. The incident, 
which is described as “extraordi- 
nary” in a semi-official statement 


issued today, occurred along the 
Kiel canal. 

Word was received by the Ger- 
man Baltic station that a German 
had escaped from the steamship 
while she was anchored at the Hol- 
tenau docks and that he had been 
pursued and fired upun by the Brit- 
ish, German troops were at once 
ordered to eccupy the docks and 
Kiel. police arded the S8t.. Helena 


to inquiré as to the causé of’ the 


incident. They are alleged to have 
found there about 700 Germans, who 
claimed they were being held on 
board and believed they were being’ 
taken to Danzig for forcible enlist- 
ment in the Polish legion. They as- 
serted they had been selected from 
prison camps in Engtand because of 
their Polish sympathies and that 
many had joined the legion under 
British pressurfe. : 

It was pointed out that the vessel 
was in German territorial waters, 


and that, therefore, the men were no 


longer prisoners, and thereupon the 
British commander of the naval es- 
cort and the captain of the St. 
Helena liberated, under protest, 600 
men, who did not wish to remain on 
board. From fifty to 100 Germans 
are said to have remained on board 
the ship, which proceeded to Danzig.

trees for shipment is very large 
throughout this section just now 
and the nurseries have more than 
they can do to fill all of the orders. 
In fact, some of the nurseries are 
reported completely sold out of 
trees. The mand for the pecan 
trees for plahting comes from all 
sections of the country and middle 
and upper Georgia seem to be going 
into the pecan business. This de- 
mand will help the sale of the seed- 
ling pecans, as the nurserymen will 
need to plant in order to supply the 
demand another season. 

The prices obtained for paper- 
shell pecans this season are larger 
than ever before and the groves 
bearing around Thomasville have 
netted fine sums to their owners.

There has been no perceptible 
check ,to the upward trend of. whole- 


modities, there being 44 advances 
last week in the quotations received 
by Dun’'s Review, as compared with 
32 recessions. Considerably strong- 
er conditions prevailed in the grain 
markets, largely reflecting restrict- 
ed receipts as a result of reduced 
transportation facilities, caused by 
the coal strike, and more or less in- 
crease was established on _ corn, 
oats, rye and barley. 

In live meats, sheep and hogs 
were similarly affected, but beef 
was slightly easier, and provisions 
displayed a good deal of irregtlar- 
ity, some products rising while oth- 
ers declined. The demand for dairy 
products was well maintained, in 
spite of the extremely high price 
level, and, with supplies hardly 
equal to the requirements, eggs sold 
at a new record, while butter tended 
upward and cheese was very firm. 
Fears of a fuel shortage have 
caused fresh apprehensions of cur- 
tailed production in the iron an®& 
steel industry, and active bidding 
for supplies has imparted increased 
strength to the market. 

Aside from a further weakening 
in copper, the minor metals were 
generally steady. A stronger and 
more confident feeling is again 
characteristic of the cotton goods 
markets, which is largely owing to

The recent meeting of the mem- 


bers of the Georgia Weekly Press |: 


association was one of the most 
important in the history of the as- 
sociation. 

While many matters of interest, 
not only to the weekly papers, but 
the communities in which they 
are published, were up for discus- 
sion, the cost of doing business 
under the present newsprint sit- 
uation was of supreme importance. 

The advance in the price of news- 
print paper has greatly complica. 
ted all publishing business, and 
while it “plays no favorites,” the 
editors of weekly papers are, per- 
haps, “hit the hardest.” 

This vitally touches the towns 
they have helped to build; and if 
there ever was a time when com- 
munities should stand by their 
home paper, that time is now. 

As to this high cost of publica- 
tion, the editor of the Oglethorpe 
Echo well says that “no publisher. 
of a country weekly could be 
charged with ‘profiteering’ if he 
made his subscription price five 
dollars a year.” 

And the fact is stressed that even 
then, under existing conditions of 
newspaper publication “he would 


upon the cost of publication.” 

The weekly editors have always 
been reluctant to advance the sub. 
price, but whenever 
compelled to do so, by circumstan- 
ces they cannot control, commun- 
ities whose interests they have ad- 
vocated at all times should evidence 
their appreciation in every possi- 
ble way. 

The half has not been told as to 
the influence of the progressive 
weekly newspaper or the life and 
prosperity of its town and county; 
the debt of gratitude to it is far- 
reaching; and yet the weekly pa- 
per has asked but little in return.

BRINGING MONEY HOME. 


A splendid showing in the devel 
opment of diversified farming in 
southwest Georgia is made by the 
Tifton, (Ga.), Gazette in the state- 
ment that “more than half a mil- 
lion dollars worth of farm producis 
was shipped, in carload lots, from 
the small town of Omega, in Tift 
county, inone year,” ° 

And as to the variety of the prod- 
ucts that brought home the mon¢y 
from outside markets, the Tiftor 
paper says: 


“A little more than half the 
amount was cotton, but a few years 
ago it would have been all cotton, 
but much Iéss both in quantity and 
value, After cotton, hegs came see- 
ond in value, cotton seed third and 
watermelons fourth, the melon ship- 
ments aggregating $43,250. Gorn 
camie next, cattle next and peanuts 
seventh, with a value ef $10,000. A 
very interesting item was $2,000 
worth of hay, Not many years ago, 
Omega was buying Western corn 
and hay. Then eetton was practi- 
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eally the only money crop; now it 
is only one ef half a dozen — all 
profitable.”’ 


It is pointed out that these fig. 
ures do not apply to less than car. 
load shipments, and that tobacco— 
a considerable item—is not men- 
tioned, because it was marketed 
largely by truck. 

That is the record of home-vaised 
products shipped from one Georgia 
town in @ progressive farming dis- 
trict where the people “live at 
home,” and the money formerly 
sent from home to enrich other 
sections, now goes to the home 
banks,

In Treaty’s Labor Clause 


Editor Constitution: My friend 
Mr. Hollomon, controverts my state- 
ment that the peace treaty seeks to 
establish the principle of a maxi- 
mum of 32 hours labor each week-—— 
but as he was good enough to 
quote from the treaty the para- 
graphs relatine to this subject. I 
will simply call the public’s atten- 
tion to his own cony to prove my 
statement correct. 

Article 427, Page ,186: ‘‘Fourth, The 
adoption of an eight-hour day or a 48-hour 
week as a standard. 

‘Fifth. The adoption of a weekly rest 
of at least 24 hours, which should include 
Sunday wherever practica).’’ 

In the original preamble, page 
175, ci:ese figures are to be “max- 
imum”’—can be ‘ess, but ean’t be 
more. If the “48 hours” was to be 
the full limit—the balance of the 
week would be “rest,” and there 
would be no need to follow it with 
the further “weekly rest of at least 
24 hours, which should include Sun- 
day.” 

That the “48 hours” is a decep- 
tion is further proven by the Inter- 
national Labor congress in its re- 
cent meeting in Washington declar- 
ing that a week is “seven days of 
eight hours each.” 

Therefore, they fix a work week 
of 56 hours—and from this must be 
deducted “at least 24 hours rest each 
week,” leaving as I claim a “maxi- 
mum of 32 ours of work: each 
week” and not 48. 

This is in the peace treaty and 
any unbiased reader is bound to ad- 
mit it. 

I contend that we who favor the 
in Parls 
should not find fault with the min- 
ers for demanding 39-hour week's 
work, as men working under ground 
as miners ought to be allowed two 
hours less’ work than the peace 
treaty gives to all industry, even 
cooks and washerwomen, 

The miners happen to be the firat 
to ask for the “principles” laid down 
in the peace treaty. 

And from the public response it 
don’t seem like this part of the 
treaty of peace is conducive to the 
peace of the United States, at least 
for a large part of the population. 

Mr. Hollomon overlooked section 
1, which is vital to the entire pro- 
posal. Here it is: 

Section 1—Organigation of Labor, 

Whereas, he league of nations has for 
its object the establishment of universal 
peace, and such a peace can be established 
only if it is based upon social justice; and 

Whereas, Conditions of labor exist in- 
yolying such injustice, hardship and pFiva- 
tion to large numbers of peopie as to pro- 
duce yprest so great that the peace and 
harmony of the werld are imperiled; and an 
improvement of thuse eonditions is srgently 
required; as, for example, by the regula- 
tien of the hours of work, ineluding the 


catablishment ef a maximum working day 


and week, the regulation of the labor 
‘supply, the prevention of unemployment, 
the provision of an adequate living wage, 
the protection of the worker against sick- 


age and injury, protection of the interests 
of workers when employed in countries 
other than their own, recognition of the 
principle of freedom of association, the 
ganization and’ vocational dnd technical ed- 
ucation and other measures;

There is an optimum of physical

London, December 3.—Anjierican 
farmers are not the profiteers re- 
sponsible for the enormous rise’ in 
the price of American wheat, which 
the British taxpayer has to meé¢t in 
the form of subsidy. This has been 
revealed by the publication of ocean 
freight rates and shipping company 
dividends, and it has gone far to 
wipe out the feeling of resentment 
against the United States which had 
been maliciously spread by reports 


| that America was responsible for 


many of the high prices in Eng- 
land. 

The figures reveal that since 1914 
the ocean freight charged for wheat 
from New York to Liverpool has 
risen no less than 900 per cent, In 
1914 it was $.35 a quarter; by the 
end of 1918 it had reached $3.13, 

Cotton freignts from gulf porte 
show a still more sensational rise, 
“having started at four-tenths of a 
cent in 1914 and reached $6,24-—~ 
something. over 1,500 per cent in- 
crease.

Oné of the remarkable features of 
the come-back of baseball last sea- 
son was the sudden return of 
women fans to the stands. 

At the start of the season, or 


two weeks before the start, there 
was considerable doubt as to wheth- 
er the fans would return to base- 
ball. As late as March 1 some of the 
club owners were doubtful as to 
the wisdom of trying to resume play 
last year. At the opening game in 
New York I was convinced that the 
attendance was going to be record- 
breaking—not because of the size 
of the crowd, but because of the 
Proportion of women to men in the 
stands. 

During the war extremely few 
women attended games. They were 
too busy with war work or knit- 
ting. The test of the popularity of 
any club is the attendance of wom- 
en at its games. At the Polo 
grounds in.1918 I saw a crowd ofl 
close to 8,000 and could count only 
twenty-eigho women in sight. Last 
season approximately a fifth of the 
total attendance was by women and, 
on some special days, there were 
two women to every five men. 

Interest of women makes a team. 
This interest runs by cities. In 
some towns extremely few women 
go to games, and in almost every 
such case the cause can be traced 
back to rowdyism. The minor league 
managers understand the value of 
the woman fan and make every ef- 
fort to interest her in the sport, 
not only because they bring more 
men and increase attendance, but 
because they have a great influ- 
ence upon the tam. itslf. 

Good Example Shown. 

I once played on a team 
small city. 
ers were not town boys. 
tive athletes were of the best fam- 
ilies and every game was a social 
event. Mothers, wives and sweet- 
hearts of the town boys came; the 
field was ringed with carriages and 
we played harder for the applause 
than for the money. 

The next season the management 
thought to improve the team and 
hired a dozen players, probably 
better than those we had. The 
women came for a few days, then 
the languairte and actions of some 
of the players ove them away.

Anniversary of First Bout. 

One hundred and nine years ago 
today, on December 8, 1810, England 
was the scene of the first champion- 
ship battle ever staged between a 
white man and a negro. Thomas 
Molineaux, a Vriginian, was the rep- 
resentative of the African race, and 
his opponent was Tom Cribb, then 
heavyweight champion of England. 
The black man had arrived in Eng- 
land in 1809 and had proved his 
prowess with the smaller fry of 
British ptigdom in several battles. 
‘At that time the mighty Cribb 
reigned supreme, with no white man 
in sight to give him battle, so he 
accepted the challenge of the dusky 
American. Sporting England was 
tremendously excited, for a victory 
for Molineaux would not only mean 
that the black race would triumph 
over the white, but that the heavy- 
weight title would cross the ocearm 


Yankee republic. A cold and driving 
rain was falling when the negro and 
Caucasian faced each other in the 
open-air ring, but it dia not dampen 
the spirits of the gladiators nor of 
the thousands of excited spectators. 
The champion had the advantage in 
height, but the negro was more 
msucular and weighed about the 
same. Molineaux landed the first 
blow, but Cribb came back strong, 
and the early rounds fully justified 
the confidence of the Englishmen in 
their champion, The negro was often 
knocked down, but he refused to 
stay, and showed an endurance and 
ability to assimilate punishment 
that made the crowd marvel. In the 
ninth Cribb was knocked down and 
the negro became the aggressor. In 


#the twenty-fifth round Molineaux 


was to 5-to-1 favorite, with no tak- 
ers, and the hope of England seemed 
doomed to cértain defeat. In the 
twenty-eighth Cripb was knocked 
down and appArently out and the 


the champion of the world. Their 
applause was premature, for a fight 
ensued between seconds and referee, 
and when the quarrel was straight- 
ened out the referee ordered that 
the fight proceed. Exhausted by cold 
and exposure, the negro was unable 
to continue, and in the thirty-third 
round gave up the struggle. Al- 
though deprived of the fruits of vie- 
tory, Molineaux had shown himself 
the better man, but in later battles 
ree unable to capture the coveted 
title.

In 
football individual brilliancy must 
give way to team play and ability 
and purpose to fight to the last 
ditch. 

. A good exan#ple is the Brown-Co- 
lumbia game on Thanksgiving day. 
The Brown football team is a good 
eleven. It had played some very 
creditable games against the best 
teams in the east, while minor elev- 
ens had been defeating Columbia 
with monotonous regularity. The 
material at Columbia was green, 
young and inexperienced. There was 
really a great deal of difference be-~ 
tween th ertlative merits of the two 
teams. Yet on this particular day 
Columbia | ap mage Brown, and, al 
though the game ended in a tie, 
shold have won, It would have been 
practically impossible for a baseball 
team, as much inferior as Columbia 
was to Brown, to have defeated it, 
or practically done so. In football 
this instance is not by any means 
an isolated one. Very often poorer 
individual teams defeat elevens of 
much greater potential possibilities, 
but very seldom do you find this oc- 
curring in a baseball game. 

Needs Prgen cin as 4 Work, 

The average good baseball cluit 
needs about a month or six weeks 
of. preliminary work prior to the 
opening of the season. When the 
material gets into shape it tan 40 
four or five months at comparatively 
high speed, After a football team 
gets into shape and has tried out its 
material, it can play two or three 
times at top form. The difference be- 
tween the ability of a ball’ club to 
play for several months and the in- 
ability of a football team to play at 
its best for even several weeks is @ 
mental and not a physical one. . 

To play real football against an 
opponent individually as good or 
better, a team must be “mentally 
fit,” as well as physically. To go into 
the game in the proper mental atti- 
tude is half the’ battle. The team 
c t feel overconfident and yet 
must nave the determination to win, 
In the early season Princeton just 
managed to defeat Lafayette, and, 
in fact, did not deserve to win. 
About a week prior to the game one 
of the playeers remarked in my 
presence “that Lafayette would not 
give them much of a game. This 
was the attitude of the team and it 
was difficult to disabuse their minds 
of this idea. The result, the whole 
Priviceton team played poorly. 

Experience has shown it is next 
to impossible to get a football team 
won edge very often. I have heard 
peaple question the statement that 
@ football team can only play at its 
best counlé of times. They claim 
that any first-class eleven can £0 
ahead and play at form all season. 
Football is a game of person con- 
tact. Aggressiveness, and fight 
count tremendously, much ‘more 
than individual ability, weight or 
strength. It is a miniature warfare 
and it is impossible to develop the 

play of a team too fast, without 
} serious results. And you would not 


Gridiron Sport Is Entire- 
ly Different From Base- 
ball in Effect on Players. 
Physical Danger Has 
| Great Bearing on the 
Matter.

(Princeton Feotball Coach.) 
A first-class baseball team will 


play an unbroken series of games 
at tap form. In one season the 
New York Giants played and won 
more than twenty games consecu- 
tively, all at high speed. The world 
series 18 played on successive days 
without any rest or let down. 

In striking contrast there is not 
a football team in the country that 
can play at its best througR a 
month’s schedule with even a whole 
week’s intermission between each 
game. A football team must devel- 
op gradually; @t is possible to have 
the team play a couple of games 
at its best, but no more: while it 
js possible for a baseball club to 
Play for weeks in championship 
orm. 

After a football team reaches its 
pinnacie, watch out; you are short > 
ly in for a slump. The team that 
goes over the top and starts to 
Slide is in for a beating—there is 
nothing that can prevent it. 

Colgate Is Example. 

Take as an example the play of 
the Colgate team this year. Here 
Was an aggregation of veteran play- 
ers, men. who had played together | 
for several years, who had real 
football brains-and spirit, and in 
addition enjoyed the benefit of 
splendid coaching. 

Colgate is no haven for the tramp 
athlete or semi-professional play- 
er, but is a great little college with 
fine football spirit. The Colgate 
team played five. hard games 
against Brown, Cornell, Princeton, 
Dartmouth and _ Syracuse. And 
what was the result? . 

They defeated Brown and Cornell 
with comparative ease and. the 
team showed marked improvement 
in its play against Cornell. 

In the Princeton game it was 
probably at its best. Princeton had 
been playing poorly, but found it- 
self in that game. Colgate had to 
play great football to win. 

They played Dartmouth on the 
following Saturday. and while still 
going strong were not quite as good 
as against Princeton. This game 
resulted in a tie. On the following 
Saturday they lost to Syracuse. 
They would rather have won this 
fame than any other. I believe the 
Colgate team at its best was a more 
finished agegregation than was Syr-

You must have the enthusiasm 
of youth to play with real zest. 

Injuries in Foothall, 

Look at the injuries received by 
the football player. Isnn’t this the 
reason why so many teams let down 
in their play? It is not. -The hard- 
er the contest the less is the possi- 
bility of injury. Princeton played 
four very hard games against Co)- 
rate, West Virginia, Harvard and 
Yale, and in all four games the 
injuries received were almost negli- 
zible Men will get tired in a 
gruelMng contest, but seldo m in- 
jured, if they ‘are properly watch- 
ed. When a man gets tired he 
should be taken from the game, for 
that is when. injuries occur. * 

I have seen more men hurt in 
practice than in all the big games 
of the season. A player will hurt 
himself doing the most. trivial 
things, such as falling on the ball 
or blocking. Ifuries are received 
when least expected. The hardening 
period is the most trying time for 
injuries. A coach who gets over 
the first month of practice without 
any of his players receiving se- 
rious injury is fortunate. When I 
speak of “serious injuries” I mean 
injuries that incapacitate temporar- 
ily, such as sprains, torn ligaments 
and bruises. The really “serious” 
injury in football is happily, for the 
most part, a thing of the past. 

It is not injuries that cause the 
let down that appears so insidious- 
ly at the most unexpected time dur- 
ing a football season. Once in a 
while a team will go into its big 
game handicapped by the loss of 
some star player, who sits on the 
side lines because of injury. The 
real team, however, is one that 
Plays good football irrespective of 
its personnel,

The only way I know of to learn 
baseball is to play it. Baseball 
players are not made in a week or 
a season, while I 
mighty fine football players devel- 
oped from green material in na 
time. You can teach a great deal 
more football off the field than you 
can baseball. I believe you can talk 
a team into playing good football, 
or at least aggressive football, and 
it is the only game I know of where 
you Can. : 

The _most important eoaching 
point before a big game is that the 
team receives a proper talk before 
going out on the filed. Five min- 
utes before a game, if not properly 
utilized, can undo the work of 
weeks, and will be the means of 
winning or losing. I would myeh 
prefer to see a team deprived of 
two or three days of practice than 
to see it not receive a proper talk 
before the game. And this is as 
well as you can define tht differ- 
ence between baseball and football. 
The psychology of the two games i# 
entirely different. You can play 
winning baseball’ startiing the 
game coo! as ice—in fact, it is the 
best way to start it—while to play 
winning football the team must en- 
ter the game aflame, bound to do 
or die. She school of football is a 
stern one and the game only can 
be played by real red-blooded 
Americans.

The prizes are to be paid in Amer- 
ican printed notes at the rate of 
100 rubles for every 300 or 400 rubles 
of treasury obligations. Thus for 
every billion rubles paid out in 
American-printed notes the govern- 
ment would account for three or 
four billion rubles of obligations. 

“Exports and imports must be or- 
ganized,” continued the minister. 
“Only export can improve ruble ex- 
change. The committee for foreign 
trade will be furnished with a bank- 
ing apparatus and will receive the 
aid of the government in the matter 
of foreign exchange. 
that all commercial banks, firms and 
co-operatives participate in this 
bank. The bank will have branches 
abroad in the form of trading de- 
partments.

Russian-American Bank.

not in any shep in the town was one 
to be had. It was the same with 
some simple lace for trimming, such 
as we have always bought in Italy 
for a few soldi a metre. No one had 
any more. It is the same lUale 
everywhere. The -most ordinary 
things are generally unobtainarle 
and one is continually stopped in 
any kind of work for lack of ma- 
terials. . Transport is so difficult. 
so .imited and- so expensive, that- 
commerée and business must stand 
still waiting for the world to move 
on again. All these things com- 
bine to make the people uncomfort- 
able and uneasy and to keep alight 
a smothered sort of resentment 
against sumebody, they are not sure 
exactly whom—but somebody who 
as they say, wanted the war. Our 
S2rvant tclls me that the people are 
saying, “The signori wanted the 
war; Jet them pay the high prices!” 

But there are many good and sim- 
ple people-left. Only this morning 
there came to our house a contadina 
who supplies us with eggs, when 
there are any to be bought. She is 
a young woman, but so tired. She 
and her husband .work very hari 
and she is far from strong, but their 
children are small and need many 
things. Their heuse is most un- 
comfortably situated and there is a% 
long steep walk to take to get 
water. Yet this morning, whigh is 
wet and disagreeable, she brought 
a big basket of figs and grapes for 
a present and would not listen to 
any offers of pay. Last week our 
servant had been out to her house 
to buy something and lost a note 
of five lire. Those kind people 
searched up and down the roads 
and in all directions until they 
found the money lying ina cart rut 
and this morning she brought it tri- 
umphantly back. I really hated to 
take it, but she would have been 
offended otherwise. 


“Poor, Unt Honest.” 


“Weare poor people,” she said, “but 

we are galantuoimini—which im- 
plies all that the Italians under- 
stand in the way of uprighteous- 
ness and honesty. This woman and 
her husband are of the old-fashion- 
ed kind of peasant, who do not 
tfouble themselves about politics 
and in fact know little about them, 
and who will go on doing their duty 
log day to day as long as they 
ive. 

You find this “carrv on” spirt also 
in the Italian business man and 
manufacturer. In this part of Tus- 
cany, Or near here where the river 
flows through to the sea, the dis-

Presbyterians Told 
Teachings of Jesus 
Would End Strikes 


New York, December 6.—Ninety- 
Six hundred Presbyterian churches 
in ‘the United States were advised 
today that the teachings of Jesus 
Christ would solve the whole in- 
dustrial problem. These churches 
were urged by Dr. John McDowell), 
director of the social seryice divi- 
sion of the Presbyterian New Era 
movement, to apply the teachings 
of Jesus understandingly to the so- 
lution of industrial questions. 

Dr. McDowell declared that the 
15th verse of the 18th chapter of 
Matthew constituted “the law of 
brotherhood, conciliation and arbi- 
tration,” and he urged its applicg- 


tion to present-day industrial 
moves. The Bible reference reads: 
Bible Reference. 

“Moreover, if thy brother shall 
trespass against thee, go and tell 
him his fault between thee and him 
alone: if he shall hear thee, thou 
hast gained thy brother.” 

Dr. McDowell urged the church 
members and pastors to get in 
touch with outstanding groups of 
their communities, such as employ- 
ers and employees, boards of edu- 
cation and teachers, political, re- 
creational, press, health, official, 
social and disturbing groups, learn 
their. points of view. and side with 
them when right. 

“T believe,” he said, “that eventu- 
ally there will be industrial courts. 
similar to city, state and federal 
courts, in which labor disputes can 
be solved. These courts would be 
graded as are the present loca! 
courts, with the right of appeal.” 


Social Creed. 

Dr. McDowell called attention to 
the following Social Creed adopted 
by the Presbyterian general assem- 
bly in 1910: 

“Acknowledgment of the obl¥ga- 
tions of wealth: application of 
Christian principles to the conduct 
of industrial organizations; more 
equitable distribution of wealth;

AGED TWINS VANLY 
~ SEEK EMPLOYMENT 


Aged 64, They Have Been 
|  Inseparable All Their 


Lives. 


New Orleans, December 5.—For 
sixty-fgur years they have been to- 
gether as much as it was humanly 
possible. They learned the same 
trade, worked side by side; when 
they married they lived together, 
and when ore lost his wife and four 
children, the other left the com- 
forts ef his daughter’s home. to 
share his brother’s” loneliness, 

They are the Crowley twins—Ed- 


Y., specialty metal workers and 
patriots, whov.have traveled the 
length of the continent, hunting for 
a job, and still seeking it, are bound 
for Del Rio, Texas, where they hope 
to firré-the pot of work at the rain- 
bow’'s end. ' , 

They are ludicrously alike. Gen- 
erally twins lose their similarity of 
appearance with age. Flesh takes 
different forms, Faces develop dif- 
ferent expressions because of dif- 
ferent thoughts. But here, each is 


‘the looking-glass reflection ‘of the 


other. Weight, hair, moustache, 
eyes are the same; even the ges- 
tures and the toffes of the voice are 
identical. And they both think so 
closely together that when you ad- 
dress one, the other is jliable to 
answer. 

Working in the chemical plant at 
Magnolia, Md. they were making 
from $4 to $6 a day when America 
entered the war. They tried to en- 
list, but could not—too old. 

But ceveral months later an of- 
ficer visited the plant and in a short 
talk told the men that they were do- 
ing essential work—but the govern- 
ment needed men to take ships to 
sea and call for volunteers. The 
Crowley twins offered themselves— 
the only ones in the entire plant. 
They gave up $4 to $6 a day for $36 
a month and deadly peril. They did 
it with swelling hearts, because this 
put them that much closer to the 
firing line. 

Four trips across the ocean they 
made Once their ship, the Irishman, 
was torpedoed. Another time a ves- 
sel next to them in the convoy was 
torpedoed. Still another time their 
vessel was caught between a U-boat 
and some American destroyers. The 
Crowley twins had a fine view of 
the fight—but their position had all 
the disadvantages of a seat between 
the catcher and batter in a baseball 
game, 3 

Seven days efter the armistice 
was signed they were discharged. It 
was at Portland, Me. They had one 
month’s wages in .their pockets. 

The government paid their way 
to Magnolia and they tried to get 
their old jobs back. 

“Nothing doing,” they were told. 
“All these jobs are fcr returning 
soldiers.” 

The men who had been told they 
were doing work as essential to the 
salvation of the country as the sol- 
diers in the trenches; the men ho 
afflu- 
ence for a bare living because they 
loved theirwjcountry, were told to 
make way f service men. 

They visited relatives in Detroit. 
Unable to find work there they went 
to New York, where Edwin's daugh- 
ter is in the theatrical profession. 
Unwilling to be a burden on her 
hands, when they could not find 
work there, they drifted south. They 
have been drifting ever since Feb- 
ruary—working a day or so here 
and a day or so there—but never 


able to get anything permanent. 
They were too old! 

They barely made enough to keep 
alive. 


SUE OF GERMAN ARMY 
CASES HOT ARGUMENT 


With the American Forces in 
Germany, December 1.—German 
newspapers are engaged in a hot 
argument as to the real strength of 
the German army. The independent 


socialists have taken an attitude 
of disbelief of all statements issued 
by the present German government, 
while papers of all other parties 
have combined to denounce the in- 
dependents as trying to deceive the 
foreign press and bring down more 
“‘measures” from the. entente upon 
the head of “defenseless Germany.”’ 

The Berlin Freiheit, the leading 
independent organ, contends that 
it isonly pretense to say that the 
German national army is composed 
of 200,000 men and that it really 
numbers 800,000, which, it says, 
easily could be increased to 2,000,- 
000. 
The Freiheit’s statements have 
evoked from the French and Brit- 
ish press demands for Germany’s 
disarmament. This has caused fur- 
ther unpleasantness the 
German newspapers.

GERMANY RESOLVED 
TO DEFY THE ALLIES 


Continued from First Page. 


protocol empowering the allies to 
enforce execution of the peace 
treaty. 

The correspondent says that dur- 
ing his talk with Noske he suggest- 
ed that if the Germans had not 
sunk the warships in the Scapa 
Flow the demand of the allies for 
tugs and docks would not have been 
made. To this, he says, Noske re- 
plied: ®% 
“Oh, yes. they would. The Brit- 
ish would have invented some pre- 
text. Great Britain is out to crip- 
ple Germany and demands our last 
dredges andecranes so as to pre- 
vent the revival of our mercantile 
marine.” 

Accusés Britain of “Faking.” 

Noske repudiated the German 
government’s responsibility tor tne 
sinking of the warships in Scapa 
Flow and accused the British gov- 
ernment of publishing misleading 
and “faked” extracts of the letter 
of Rear Admiral Adolf von Trotha, 
chief of the German admiralty, writ- 
ten to Admiral von Reuter, who 
Sank the ships. Regarding the pro- 
tocol, Noske said its signature would 
be giving Germany’s assent in ad- 
vance to; unlimited future aggres- 
sions by the allies. 

“What more do you want?” asked 
Noske. “You wsed to tell us if we 
chased away the Hohenzollerns 
peace would be adopted. And now 
you are breaking every pledge you 
gave. You have imposed upon us 
such a crushing peace that it could 
not have been worse if the Hohen- 
zollerns had remained. 

March Into Germany. 

“The French doubtless will march 
into Germany. Let them come. The 
allies know that Germany is with- 
out means of resistance. Allied oaf- 
ficers are all over the country. 
Spies are shuffling about every* 
Where. All th@ scare talk about 
German armament is a deliberate 
press campaign to prepare public 
opinion for aggression.” 

Noske further hinted at a third 
objection Germany might raise to 
the signing of the protocol. 

“If the United States stays out,” 
he said, “the commisions established 
under the peace treaty will be tak- 
en over by other allies. If that 
means more Frenchmen it would be 
most injurious to German interests, 
and we should not agree.”

Berlin, December 7.—Captain von 
Kessel, who acted as intermediary 
between Major General Reinhardt 
and First Lieutenant Marloh lasf 
March when twenty-nine sailors 
were executed, assumed an impor- 
tant role Saturday in the trial of 
Marloh, who is being tried for shoot- 
ing the sailors. In fact, Von Kessel 
became one of those accused of ex- 
ceeding his authority along with 


Reinhardt and Marloh. 

Witness after witness testified 
that half a million marks had been 
offered Ven Kessel to test his loy- 
alty. General Baron von Oertzen 
said that, to his surprise, Von Kies- 
sel was willing to take the bribes 
offered him. Von Kessel sprang to 
his feet, denying he was even 
tempted to take the money. 

Marines who escaped execution 
and relatives of the sailors who met 
death appeared on the stand during 
the day. They swore there was no 
excitement on March 4, the day of 
the executions, and one testified 
Marloh, when he saw a.sailor ap- 
proaching, would shout, “Hey, there, 
Sailor, go to the right,” and that 
those who obeyed were among those 
shot. 

The last witness was Lieutenant 
Schroeter, who tried to establish the 
fact that the executions were the 
result of a threatened mutiny, but 
he admitted the street where the 
shooting occurred was quiet when 
he arrived on the scene and that he 
had merely been tqjd about the 
mutiny.
